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HENRY SMITH PRITCHETT 


Henry Smith Pritchett won rec­ 
ognition as the m ost#outstanding 
native son of Howard County in 
higher 
academic 
circles 
with 
probably no superior, 
if 
equal, 
among native sons of the entire 
state. The official starter of stand­ 
ard time in the Mississippi valley, 
he also made astronomical obser­ 
vations in the islands of the P a­ 
cific and in the Orient, directed 
government geographical surveys, 
and headed the Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology for six years. 
As director of the Carnegie foun­ 
dation for the 
advancem ent 
of 
teaching from 1906 to 1930, P rit­ 
chett played an im portant part in 
shaping the educational policy of 
colleges and universities through­ 
out the United States and Canada. 
Pritchett was born at Fayette, 
Missouri, April 16, 1857, eighty- 
four years ago. At the age of ton, 
he entered Pritchett school insti­ 
tute at Glasgow, Missouri, known 
as Pritchett college since 1897, of 
which his father, 
C arr 
W aller 
Pritchett, was one of the founders 
and the 
first 
president. 
After 
graduating from this 
school 
in 
1875 with an A. B. degree, young 
Pritchett studied astronomy un­ 
der Asaph Hall in 
the 
United 
States naval observatory where he 
became an assistant in 1878. 
Two years later he accepted the 
position of directing astronomer 
at. Morrison observatory, Glasgow, 
and in 1881 he joined the faculty 
of 
Washington 
university, 
St. 
Louis, as professor of astronomy 
and mathematics. 
Obtaining a leave of absence for 
the year 1882-83, Pritchett went to 
New Zealand where he made ob­ 
servations of the planet Venus. At 
this time he and Dr. Edwin Smith 
made pendulum 
observations 
in 
Australia, Java, Chind, and Japan. 
In this work Professor Pritchett 
used the famous K ater pendulums, 
the property of the Royal Society 
of England, and 
the 
historical 
clock used by Captain Jam es Cook 
in his observations of the transit 
of Venus at Tahiti in 1769. 
Soon after his return to Wash­ 
ington university, Pritchett w ork­ 
ed out the details for introducing 
standard time in the central part 
of the United States. He had tele­ 
graphic apparatus in his labora­ 
tory connected with more than 50- 
000 miles of wire "extending to al­ 
most every railroad town* in the 
Mississippi valley. 
The 
signals 
sent consisted of automatic clock 
beats, and thousands of 
station 
clocks were set. Within a few days

central standard time was the on­ 
ly time from Ohio to Colorado. 
Because of the competent man­ 
ner in which he handled this prob­ 
lem, the Wabash railroad com­ 
pany employed 
Pritchett, 
while 
still a member of the university 
faculty, to work out a tim e scne- 
dule for their trains. He learned 
all the details of train dispatch­ 
ing, m astered the technique 
of 
telegraphy, and then form ulated a 
method of keeping and regulating 
time. 
Railroads 
throughout the 
country soon patterned their time 
systems 
according 
to 
the 
one 
which he had developed. 
In 1892, while at Washington 
university also, Pritchett served 
as president of the Academy of 
Science of St. Louis. Granted a 
second leave of absence from his 
teaching duties in 1894-95, Pritch­ 
ett studied in Europe and received 
the degree of doctor of philisophy 
at Munich university. 
As superintendent of the Unit­ 
ed States coast and geodetic sur­ 
vey from 1897 to 1900, Pritchett 
reorganized this oldest scientific 
bureau of the government. He re­ 
called scientific men whom polit­ 
ical favorites had displaced and 
laid out a ten-year program of 
work. During his term of service, 
surveys of the Alaskan coast, Por­ 
to Rico, and the Philippine Islands 
were made, and areas in the At­ 
lantic and Pacific oceans were re­ 
surveyed. 
Resigning his government posi­ 
tion' Pritchett accepted the presi­ 
dency of the Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology in 1900. Six 
years later he became executive 
head of the new Carnegie founda­ 
tion for the advancement of teach­ 
ing, a position he held until 1930 
when he retired as president em ­ 
eritus. As director of the founda­ 
tion, Pritchett initiated a program 
of medical education which was 
followed by beneficial results of 
almost revolutionary characters. 
Dr. Henry Smith Pritchett died 
in Santa Barbara, California, Aug. 
28, 1939. 
He became Chevalier 
Legion of Honor in 1922 and Gold 
Cross 
Commander, 
Order 
of 
George I of Greece, in 1923. The 
fact that twenty colleges and uni­ 
versities bestowed honorary de­ 
grees on this noted Missourian be­ 
tween 1900 and 1924 is a testimon­ 
ial of his service in the scientific 
and educational fields.
